Great Britain and United States 
Considerably Higher 

The cost of living in Canada, while 
over 50 per cent, higher than before 
the war, still continues lower than in 
the United States, Great Britain, or 
any of the principal countries. Tak¬ 
ing 1913 as 100, the index cost of liv¬ 
ing in Canada in October, was 153; 
in the United States, 170, and in 
Great Britain, 166. 

The year 1920 was the peak of liv¬ 
ing costs in all countries save for 
the fantastic prices of the depreciat¬ 
ed currency period in some of the 
middle European nations. In Can¬ 
ada, in 1920, it rose to 190; in the 
United States, 200.4; In Great Bri¬ 
tain, 255. There was a slump in Can¬ 
ada in 1924, and then a rise to 152 in 
October of last year. . 

The index of retail prices, rents 
and services in Canada was 153 in 
November, as compared with 152 
last November. Food and clothing 
reached their peak in ,1920, fuel in 
1921, and rent in 1924-25. Generally; 
speaking food, fuel and clothing!

Dirty eggs grad¬ 
ing similarly when placed in storage 
came cut practically on a par with 
the clean egg3.

and watery, or nearly 50 per cent 
inferior to both the clean and dirty 
eggs.

World’s Largest Medal 

Awarded To Edmonton Man By Gov¬ 
ernment Of China 

The owner of the world’s largest 
medal has been discovered after a 
search of many years, conducted by 
scientists interested in such things. 
Tom C. Douglas, of the Edmonton 
, office of the Soldier Settlement 
Board, is the man. 

It was for performing the last rites 
for a party of Chinese road workers, 
killed in France when they thought¬ 
lessly camped on a spot selected by a 
night-flying Gotha to lay its eggs, 
that Mr. Douglas won hi a medal. 

Serving, with the Canadians, the 
Edmontonian was commanded to 
inter the dead Chinese, which he did 
with a delicacy and tact that won 
the admiration of all beholders. 

A few months after coming back 
to the city, Mr. Douglas received 
large- parcel. It turned out to be a 
medal, about one foot across, with 
couple of yards of red ribbon on it and 
covered with Chinese ideographs, 
letter with the parcel explained that 
it was a gift from the Chinese gov¬ 
ernment—which. governmnt, is not 
quite clear—as a reward for his ser¬ 
vices in burying the dead Chinamen 
in France.

en male line from 365 A.D., when it 
joined the Miiesian-Gaelic High 
Kings of Ireland.

Commercial Feeding Stuffs 

Hundreds Of Brands Of Feeding 
Stuffs On the Market 
Feeders of live stock and poultry 
accustomed to raising their own feed 
will be astonished to learn that there 
Are hundreds of brands of commer¬ 
cial feeding stuffs on the market. 
Indeed, it is reported by the Seed 
Commissioner, at Ottawa, that for 
the registration year ending Septem¬ 
ber 30th, 848 brands of commercial 
feeding stuffs were registered by 226 
manufacturers. The Province 
Ontario stands highest both with 
number of manufacturers and num¬ 
ber of brands registered, there being 
no less than 453 varieties of feed 
made by 95 manufacturers. British 
Columbia follows with 174 brands 
made by 44 manufacturers. 

These feeding stuffs are very care¬ 
fully analysed and are given regis¬ 
tration only when they measure up 
to the requirements of the Feeding 
Stuffs Act.
